The Central Police Station vs DA. D. Karras. 


A4.D.Karras was sentenced to three months * imprisnment 
for uttering threats of violence ageinst other one. 
After serving his sentence, he should be expelled 
from the country. 


A.D.Karras, recently reaching Shanghai from Japan, 
went to the Greek Consulate for the demand of medical 
treatment. The Greek Consul arranged and obtained for 
him free medical and hospital treatment. But Karras 
insisted that the Conaul should provide for him funds 
and a doctor of his own choice. This was r-fused by 
the Consul. On Sth inst. st about 10 o'clock asm. 
Karras again went to the Greek Consulate, 120, Ji 
Road, and asked for money, but this was still ~efused 
by the Consul. Then the defendant beca~e unruly threat- 
ening the Consul Yannoulatos. The latter telephoned 

to the Central Police Station, officers from which 
took Karras into custody and brough< an actim against 
him to this Court. : 


According to the fact of this oase, althought the 
Gefendant denied to use threats against the Consul, 
but his unlaw7ul action had not only been proved by 
the Consults representative, but also it was clearly 
stated in the Consui's petition. ¥urthermore, a witness 
named G. Stamatelatos attencing to this Court said 
that the defendant had such an umilawful actim. The 
aefendant, therefore, cannot deny. This Court now 
applying to the Article 305 of the Criminal Couae 
sentence the defendant to three months * imprisonment. 
On account of the defendant's former bad acts (which 
was stated in the Consul'’s letter and the Police Sta=- 
tion's record} he should be expelled from the Country 
after se ving his sentence. According to the Article 
291 of the Criminal Procedure Law, the Court give

Police as a smuggler of Persian and Turkish opium and 
morphine into Shanghaie 

Theodore Saridige Saridis has the following 
criminal record t= 
Armed highway robbery : On 29-6=-28 he was sentenced to 
15 years’ imprisonment for this offence. He was also 
deprived of his civil rights and ordered to pay a fine 
ef $6,000 to the complainante On S-2-29 the sentence 
was reduced to 4 years and the civil action was dismissed.
